Eh Stilson, Superintendent of the Wis- 
consin Agricultural State Fair Grounds, 
lately wrote the Prairie Farmer relating 
to “Gambling at Agricultural Shows,” 
calling attention to tacts concernine the 
large sums divided by sporting men and 
their accomplices in crime, meaning the 
society managers who tolerate this great 
wrong by sharing the spoils under the 
plea that ıt 18 for the society’s treasury 
Read what Mr Stilson says 

During the last fou years, by a unani- 
mous agreement of the executive com- 
mittee of the State Agricultural Society, 
I have excluded all gambling and games 
of chance from the State Fair grounds 
Yet each year the number and prices of- 
fered for the use of the fair grounds show 
that these yampires must be meeting 
with success somewhere I have thus 
early before me, ag superintendent of the 
State far grounds, several letters and cir- 
eulars, asking to rent for therr hellish 
purposes One offers $500, and gives a 
list of fairs where he claims he practiced 
bis abominations last year, and among 
them are the State Fair at Dayton, Obio, 
and State fair at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and 
five district fmra in Illinois But the 
circular does not say ono word about 
how the good sense‘and meral indigna- 
tion of the people at oue of those Illinois 
district fairs were so aroused that all the 
Officerag of the fair were indicted and 
heavily fined, just as they should always 
be, and likely will bein the future An- 
other circular and letter wants to take 
the State Agricultural Society 1n as part 
ner 1n 1ts cut-throat-depravity, aud claims 
that 2t usually clears from $1200 to $5000, 
and one-half of this, the blood-money of 
the gambler, 1t will pay to the Agricul- 
tural Society, 1n behalf of humanity, im 
behalf of Western farmers, letme appeal 
to such fair managers to exclude such 
gambling from their fair grounds, and on 
failure to do so, may there be farmers or 
other persons enough who have the mor- 
al courage to follow the noble example 
set by Ilinois, and present them to the 
courts for liscensing or allowing gam- 
blog Another party offers $800 for ex- 
clusive rights. It13 a stain, a fraud, a 
hbel on agriculture, and let it be wiped 
out,

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Soma amusing facts are given in an 
article in Le Sport, on the changes which 
have taken place in French costumes 
since the days of Henry IXI. Marguerite 
de Valois, though she had an abundance 
of beautiful black hair, had a great fond- 
ness for golder locks and wore wigs of 
her favorite color. She selected as pages 
only those lads who had hair of this 
color, and did not scruple to have it cut 
off when she wanted a new perruque 
Under Henn IV, D'Aubigse speaks of 
no fewer than sixty-four new shades of 
color, among them being the “Dying 
Ape,” the “Seven Capital Sins,” the 
“Dead Man come to Infe again,” and the 
“Sick Spamard” The length of the 
sleeves was so great thatit was deemed 
necessary toanvent spoons with very long 
handles, ın order that ladies might be 
able to eat their soup without sorin 
their dress Under Louis XIII, the ladies 
of the old schools still retained masks, 
but the younger ones merely wore veils 
of black crape, “which served as a relief 
to the whiteness of their skin” Young 
and old alike made a plentiful use of per- 
fumes, powder, louge, and patches cut to 
imitate stars, flowers, and animals The 
perfumed gloves, red, green, and sky- 
blue stockings and morocco shoes of dif- 
ferent colors, also continued to be the 
fashion. In Louis XIV's time, the mania 
for false hair was so great that a learned 
theologian, Jean Baptiate Thiers, wrote a 
long essay to show that “artificial hair 
was an outrage to God, because it dis- 
torted the person whom he had made in 
his own image” 

In the eighteenth century France began 
to copy from other nations, and 10 1716, 
“English ladies appeared in Paris with 
pannier dicsses, the hoops having a cir- 
cumference of twelve feet.’ During the 
minority of Lous XV, the ancient mode 
of dress remained in vogue, but Montes- 
quieu introduced English fashions, and 
the redingote (riding-coat) made 1t3 ap- 
pearance in 1730 Adversanies of what 
was termed Avglomania met the redin- 
gote with the habit a la francaise, and to 
show that they were no Puritans, they 
covered ıt with gold and silver lace At 
this period the ladies dressed ın runtalion 
of state shepherdesses, but, a3 a conces- 
sion to nature, wore straw bats a la Bas- 
tenne (with broad brims) There were 
as many as forly-five varieties of wigs, 
and Dugue, the chief of the bair dressers, 
went hig rounds ine carriage and pair 
Legros published treatises upon his art, 
founded an academy of hair-dressing,and 
exhibited upon the Cours la Reine and 
the Boulevards young women who had 
“lent their heads,” as the saying was, for 
him to experiment upon Powder was 
used in such quantities that the Parlia- 
ment of Paris declared the practice of 
employing flour for its preparation to be 
one of the causes which brought about 
the scarcity of food, while patches and 
rouge was as fashionable as ever Froni 
this epoch, tuo, date the introduction of 
the umbrella, the original form of which 
was the Oriental puragol held by pages 
over the heads of the great ladies when 
tbey went out on foot The parasol could 
not be closed, but ın 1768 16 was modified 
into its present form 

The lrst years of Lows XIV'a reign 
witnessed a great change in the mode of 
dress, which became much more sm ple, 
that of men so particular Ladies wore 
ears of corn in their hairs a3 symbolie of 
the plenty which was about to prevail 
The circumference of the hoops increased 
to seventeen feet, and 1n one year as many 
as 250 different kinds of trimming for 
dresses were invented.

A noteworthy incident in Florence,

Tho owner and driver 1s Henry Brock- 
holst Livingston His father, Brock- 
holst Invingston, was a staff officer 1n 
the Revolutionary Army, afterward Judge 
of the Supreme Court ot this State and 
later Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Brockholst Invingston’s 
fatber, William Livingston, in 1776 was 
made Governor of New Jersey, and con- 
tinned ın that position until his death in 
1790 Governor Livingston was a grand- 
son of the founder of the American fam- 
ily, Robert Livingston, who received, by 
royal charter from George I, a grant of 
land comprising most of the present 
Counties of Columbia and Duchess, 
and known as the Livingston Manor, 
Henry Brockholst Livingston ıs now 
somewhat over sixty years of age, and 
for thirty-five years has lived on the 
Continent of Europe For uearly twenty 
years he has made bis homo in Florence 
He married an Italan lady of rank, but 
has been a Widower for several years 
Mr Livingston received a liberal educa- 
tion aad is an excellent classical scholar 
Heunherited an ample fortune, and has 
never devoted himself to any professioual 
or business pursuit, In his youth he 
was fond of athletic sports, and the pas 
sion of bis mature life seems to bo the 
driving of fine horses 

A relative who maintains a correspond- 
ence with him aud who knows him mti- 
mately, said, recently “The last time I 
saw Brockholat Livingston was in Paris 
m—let me think—1848, aod I am quite 
sure he has not been in this country since 
that year. He has lived ın various places 
on the Continent, but for many years bas 
resided in Florence When I saw him 
fast he was a young man, tall, finely- 
formed, with straight Grecian features 
and very handsome He wasa half- 
brother te the late Carroll and Anson 
Tnivingston, and is an uncle to young 
Carroll Livingston who 13 now in Europe 
The late Anson Livingston formerly 
managed hig American property, but he 
bas gradually withdrawn lis money from 
this side and placed 16 ın Buropean 10- 
vestments He makes no new invest- 
ments bere, preferring to have his prop- 
erty nearer his home He 1s wealthy, 
fond of horses, and prides himselt on his 
skill as a whip In his letters he fre- 
guently 1efers to his stable and to his 
driving n team of a dozen horses Fond- 
ness for borses and athletic aports 18 a 
trait in the Livingston family. Heis a 
careful, provident man, and certainly not 
exlravagant, unless the keeping for pleas- 
ure ot a dozen or more horses may be 
considered an expensive habit But ıt 18 
bis passion, and in Florence probably 
nota very costly one. Whenever Irs 
relativés visit Floieuce he entertains 
them at his home He 13s distantly con- 
nected with the Jay family, his grand- 
father’s sister having married Chief- 
Justice John Jay —N Y Tribune 


TEN THOUSAND AMERICAN PLows For 
Russra.—The American Agriculturist for 
March says 

One of the most noticeable of recent 
occurrences is the purchase of ten thou- 
sand American plows by the Russian 
government, for distmbution among the 
farmeis of Russia There 13 more in this 
than would seem to be at first sıght It 
1s ceitainly a great compliment ds well 
as a’ valuable acknowledgment of merit 
to American agricultural implement 
makers, but 1t ımplres that the competi- 
tion of American farmers in the European 
grain trade has touched what has been 
conaldered an invulnerable spot The 
wheat growers of Southein Russia supply 
what is kuown as the Black Sea trade, 
and being much nearer tu the market 
than we are, their wheat has had a great 
advantage over ours But American 
wheat hus displaced the Russian wheat, 
to a considerable extent, 1u the Euglish 
market, and the Russian farmers have 
now to exert themselyes to hold evca a 
portion of that trade Hence it is deter 


mined to try tbe plows that wo are using, 
with a vew to produce wheat more 
cheaply than lithe: to. But there 1s some- 


thing else needed The man that holds 


&|the plow 1s of more account than the 


plow, and there are no farmers in the 
world who are more intelligent or more 
skillful than American farmers, But we 
cannot afford to 1est upon what we have 
gained ‘The important fact here noticed 
shows that our competitors are by no 
means idle, and intend to unprove their 
methods of work as far as possible «We 
must meet their improvements by others 
of our own. f

The nimety-ninth Derby was run yes-| AN OSHKOSHINCIDENT WHICH SHOWS THAT 


terday, The Epsom races are run in the 
week which proceeds Whitsuntide, and 
the Derby 1s run on Wednesday ot that 
week, Thousands of families take a 
pride in saying that they have never 
failed to send a delegation fo the Derby, 
and many who live in the north of Eng- 
land always come to this famous race 
Itis eminently a people’s day, but no- 
bility and royalty also delight In it 

Epsom 1s fifteen miles from London, 
and the race course 1s a mile and a half 
beyond the town The favorite way of 
going to the Derby 1s by the ordinary 
road. The great feature of ıt 18 that per- 
sons attend 1t as they woulda picnic A 
great picnic is exactly what ıt is, and 
those who enjoy the day in its purity 
take their dioners along, and eat them in 
the open air No tickets of admission 
are 1equired to the race 

Probably half those “who attend the 
Derby go from London, and nearly all 
these go by the one main road to Epsom, 
which passes Clapham Common Before 
9 o’clock ın the morning London 1s pour- 
ing 4s many thousands into this main 
artery, and at Clapham the ecene 1s that 
of a vast miscellaneous caravan, all hurrg- 
1ng 10 a common direction 

The race grounds are on what are 
known as the “Epsom Downs,” bigh, 
roljıng ground The track 13 the ordi- 
nary turf, close shaven, but with not the 
slightest appearance of a road Itis 
very tough aud seems to answer the pur- 
pose pertectly The grounds are laige, 
and well planned for the vast encamp- 
ment that 19 located there during a large 
part of the week of the races, At the 
hnishiog-end of the course 1s a dozen dif- 
ferent tiers * On either side of this arè 
smaller stands, where a handsome gum 18 
charged for a seat On each side of the 
course are low barriers, and outside of 
these were encamped the multitude that 
came to see the Derby The course 18 
not circular, the’starting place being & 
mile and a half from the winning post 

Beer flowed hke water Itis safe to 
say that half of thcse who go to the 
Derby retura more or less intoxicated 
This 1s inpo wise an exaggeration, and 
does not except the gentler sex, although 
they were certainly more temperate’ than 
the men Probably three-fourths of the 
men aie more or less drunk Some were 
only happy, more were in that state 
where ideas and words were incoherent 
and their senses are somewhat asleep 
Not many were so drunk as to fall down 
There was pot much fighting, and the 
crowd was usually good-humored Bet- 
ting seemed almost universal Fully 
three-fourth of the English look upon 
betting as legitimate, for a man who ob- 
jects to betting on a race or a game of 
cards 13 thought overmece or foolishly 
conscientious, Women who seem culti- 
vated take money made ın bets with the 
poe of the practiced man of tbe 
tui 


At ten minutes past three the Derby 
wasrun Enties for this race are made 
nearly a year in advance of its running, 
and for cach entry a payment of fifty 
poundsis deposited If a horse which 
has becu entered for the race 1s with- 
drawn, half the money is forfeited, If 
all run, the stakes ale made up of the 
sums paid for each entry, and the halt 
forfeit of those which do not run makes 
up part of the stakes Itisarace of 
three-year olds Practically, not more 
than ten per cent of those entered ap- 
pear on the course at the time of tbe 
race. 2 


For this race there were 282 entnes 
Only 22 ran The entrance tees and tor- 
feits amounted to $31,750 Of this the 
second in the race pets $1,500, and the 
third $750 The restgoes to the winner 
There are additional suins fiom other 
sources which makes this puise still 
larger Tho winuar of the Darby really 
generally carries off over $30,000, and it 
sometimes amounts to $35,000 


As soon us the Derby was'won, the 
homeward procession began, and between 
Sand 6 o clock the whole great caravan 
took up its march and moved toward 
London through jalliog rain aud roads 
heavy with mud It jou do not attend 
the Derby, 1t 19 thought the next best 
thing to go to Clapham Common and see 
the 1eturn In the mérnoing they go 
glong briskly and sobely, much as they 
would go to busmess At night the 
scene 18 very different The first comers 
are mostly sober, and hurry forward to 
their homes, looking neither to the right 
nor leit, and give no entertainment to 
the looker-on As time wears on toward 
T o'clock, the throng becomes greater 
and merrier The odd mixture of ve- 
bieles, horses, and persons 13 grotesque 
enough in itself, but on the humeward 
journey all seem to prepare themselves 
for the must extravagant kind of punto- 
mine The most utter abandon possesses 
them all As the hour grows lato the 
number of vehicles becomes greater, and 
their occupants drunker ‘The wildest 
merrimeut prevails Many have masks 
and wigs, ot wear huge mubctal noves, 
aud their bate are dressed with faucy- 
colored paper Clowns’ hats of colored 
paper are in almost @very vehicle, and 
the women take nearly as active u pirt 
ia the pastemine as the, mes More 
than fifty thousand persons must have 
been on the Common and the main road 
passing it, all well given up to wild h- 
cense 
take little bags of Hour and use them 
freely, striking any one who passed The 
flour bugs bave diseppeared aud httle 
tin ful packets, called “tormentors,” 
bave comein their place These are 
filled with waterfaud a gentle pressure 
on the tin-foil sends the water in a jet 
over the clothes or intu the face of the 
passer-by Men, women, and boys rua 
along selling these for a penny, and call- 


“ing out, “Only a penny tor all the jolly 


fuo” Although avery vulgar kind of

HUSBANDS OUGHT TO KEEP OUL OF 
THE KITCHEN 


Of the numerous eminent citizens of 
Oshkosh there is none who is more de- 
serving of respect than Mr Jolnston 
Not only 1s be an amiable and upright 
man, but he 13 gifted wath remarkable 
inventive genius At least such is his 
opinion, and those who are not person- 
ally acquainted wilh him rarely deny 
that higopiniou istight Mrs Johnston, 
however, does not regard her husband as 
an able inventor She admits that he 
means well, but she asserts with much 
emphasis that when one of his inventions 
comes 10 at the front door it 19 time for 
her to fly out of the nearest available 
window, 1f her life 18 really worth saving 

Mr Jobnston has always maintained 
that his wife’s lack of faith in him was 
due to an unfortunate, accident that oc- 
curred in connection with an attempt 
made by him to manufacture rice griddle- 
cakes As he justly says, cooking bas 
nothing to do with invention, and that it 
18 unjust to discredit his inventive genius 
simply because he once made a mistake 
in cooking The circumstances of the 
affair were these Mr Johnston, who 
had repeatedly found fault with his 
breakfust, remarked on one octasion that 
his wife was absolutely incapable of learn- 
ing to make rice griddlecnkes Where- 
upon that indignant woman announced 
that she should refuse to have anything 
to do with the next day’s breakfast, and 
should lay the whole burden of1ls prepar- 
ation upon her husband’s shoulders “Ot 
course,” she added, “you know how to 
make rice cakes better than the Angel 
Gabriel, and you cgn just show, for once, 
what you can do” 

With great courage Mr Johnston un- 
dertook the unwelcome task thus thrust 
upon hım, and made his preparations 
with iatelligent care There were eight 
persons 1n bis family, and, as he estimated 
that each one would eat a pint of rice, he 
decided to use four quarts of rice in mx- 
ing bis griddlecakes To the nce he 
added four quarts of buttermilk and a 
quart of hot water, besides a few handfuls 
of flour and Indian meal, in order that 
the cakes should look browa He then 
reflected that 1t would be necessary to 
add to the mixture sometinng that would 
make ıt hght, and, accordingly threw in 
ateacup of cream of tartar, an equal 
quantity of saleratus, and half a paper of 
baking powder Having thus mixed his 
cakes to hig satisfuction, be placed the 
pan containing the mixture 10 a warm 
corner of the kitchen and left it to “nse ” 
during the night. 

There is no doubt thatit did “rise” 
Moreover, the rice swelled On going into 
the kitchen the next morning, Mr Johno- 
ston found that his rice cakes overflowed 
and covered the floor to a depthof at 
least a foot, winle 1n the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the pan a pyramid of batter 
reached nearly to the ceiling. That 
mormg he breakfasted on dry bread 
and water, and subsequently employed 
three Irish women to clear the kitchen, 
and an Irishman to carry away the muacu- 
lous batter Naturally his wife taunted 
bim with his culinary failure, but the un- 
prejudiced mind wall admit that 1t ought 
not to have cast any discredit on Ins in-

Attempts have been made by anthro-

Survey, has drawao-over thirty cartoons 
of the best of tbese pxintings he has met 
with, employing an active young Bush- 
man to hunt for them while he prosecutes 
bis geological work He hopes to add 
largely to his copies, and thus secure valu- 
able material for the examination of eth- 
nologisis at home

Professor Gould thinks this con- 
trast with the clear weather which he ex- 
perienced at first,1s due to some period- 
ical variation of climate not yet accur- 
ately ascertained In the same letter he 
says that the noimal clock of the obsery 
atory has been stopped twice during the 


-last year by earthquake waves, although 


the tremors do not seem to have been felt 
at Cordova by any persons there. - 


A Japanese resideut of Corea, on the 
Amatic mainland, writing from that 
Intherto exclusive and inhospitable State 
to a journal in his own country, mentions 
an animal called Tonpi by the Coreans, 
which he describes as resembling a cat. 
This creature, he says, attacks tigers, and 
is generally feared by them We hardly 
think that zoologists have knowledge, as 
yet, of any suchammal It must be use- 
fulin Corea, however, for according to 
the same authority, the populous- city of 
Torsa therein 3s so infested by tigers that 
the people close their doors early in the 
evening and do not venture out late.

How the Weuther is Fou etold. 


In former times, the chief herald of 


the weather was the almanac, which am- 
bitiously prophesied a whole year of cold 
and heat, wet and dry, dividing Up the 
kinds of weather quifo impartially, if not 
always correctly oa 

But the almanac, good asit'was DOW 
and then, and the weather-wise farmers, 
correct as sometimes they might bave 
been, were not always able tu impart 
exact information to the country , and 
they -have been thrown quite into the 
shade of late, by one who 13 popularly 
known under the somewhat disrespectful 
title of “Old Prob,” or “Old Probabil- 
tes” He has become the Herald of the 
Weather to the sailor, near the rocky, 
dangerous coasts, to the farmer, watch- 
ing bis crops, and wanting for good days 
to-store tliem, to the traveler, anxious to 
pursue bis journey under fmr skies, and 
to the girlg and boys who want to know, 


they start to the woods for a picnic, what 


are the “probabilities” as to ram 

Every one who 1eads the daily paper is 
familar with the “Weather Record,” is- 
sucd from the “War Department, ofhice of 
the Chief Signal Officer,” at Washington 
These reports give, first, a general state- 
ment of what the weather has been, for 
the past twenty-four bours, all over the 
country, from Maine to California, and 
from the Lakes to the South Atlantic 
States, and thea the “Probabilities,” or 
“Indications,” for the next twenty-four 
hours, over this same broad territory 
The annual reports of tbe Chief Signal 
Officer show thatin only comparatively 
few instances do these daly predictions 
fal of fulhliment 

Tha reason these prophecies are so true 
18 agimpte and yet a wonderful one, 
The weather itself tells the observer what 
it 1s goitig to do, some time it advance, 
and the telegraph sends the news all over 
the country, from the central signal office 
at Washington 

We shall see, presently, “how the 
weather inte: preta riself to “Old Probd- 
bilities? Although ıt bas proved such a 
tuthful subject of discourse in all ages, 
yet Iam afraid many people who pass 
remarks upon 1t, do not really think 
what the weather is made of Let us ex- 
amine its different elements 

The atmosphere has weight, just as 
water or any other fluid, ulthough at 
seems tobe perfectly bodiless We must 
comprehend that the transparent, invisi- 
ble air 13 pressing inward toward the 
center of the earth. This pressure vares 
according to the state of the weather, and 
the changes are indicated by an instru- 
ment called a barometer Generally 
speaking, the fulliag of the mercury ie 
the tube of the barometer indicates rain, 
and its rise heralds clear weather Some- 
times the riso 13 followed by cold winds, 
frost and ice What these changes really 
indicate, however, can be determined 
only by companng the barometric 
changes, at certain hours, 10 a number of 
places very far apart This 13 done by 
the Signal Service Observations are 
made af about oue hundred and forty 
stationa, in different portions of the coun- 
try, at given hours, aod the results are 
telegraphed at once to Washington, where 
our faithful “weather clerk” Tecerves 
them, reasoning out fiom the “probabili- 
ties” which he publishes three times in 
every tienty-four hours 

But the atmosphere varies not only in 
weight, but also in temperature The 
thermometer tells us of’such change? 

Besides this, the air contains u great 
amount of moustuie,. and it shows as 
much variation in this characteristic as 
in the others For the purpose of mak- 
ing known the changes in the moisture 
of the atmosphere, an instrument has 
been invented called a “wet-bulb” ther- 
mometer 

We are thus enabled to ascertain thy 
weight or pressure, the temperature, and 
the wetness of the air, and now it only 
remains for us to measure the force, and 
point out the direction, of the wind. This 
13 done by the familiar weathet-vane and 
the anemometer The vanc shows the 
direction, and the anemometer 1s ann 
strument which indicates the velocity oi 
the wind 

Iti by amnght understanding of all 
these instruments that the signal service 
officer 18 enabled to tell what the weather 
says of itself, for they are the pens with 
which the weather writes out the facts 
from which the officer makes up his re- 
ports for the benefit of all concerned 
hus, however wildly and blndly the 
storm may seem to come, it sendg mes- 
sengers telling just where it arose, what 
course it will take, and how far it wall 
extend But ıt tells its secrets to those 
only who pay strict attention.-_-James H.

upon him to raise volunteers and go in 
person to protect them and their prop-

Gettmg Back to White People. 


In Mr Stanley’s forthcoming record of 
his African travels he thus describes his 
impressions on drawing near the west 
coast and seeing white faces for the first 
fime ın maby long months | ` 

We had gradually descended some five 
hundred feet along declining spurs when 


„wo saw a scattered string of hammocks 
appearing, and gleams of startling white- 


ness, such as were gtveu by fine linen and 
twills A buzz of wonder ran along our 
column Pioceeding a httle further we 
stopped, and in a short time I was face 
to face with four whitc—ay, truly white 
men! As I looked into their faces I 
blushed to find that I was wondering at 
their paleness Poor pagau Africans— 
Rwoma and Dzinji; and man eating tribes 
of the Livingstone! The whole secret of 
tbeir wonder and curiosity flashed upon 
me at once What arrested the twanging 
bow and the deadly trigger of the canni- 
bals? What but the weird pallor of my- 
self and Frank! In the same manner the 
sight of the pale-faces of the Embomma 
merchants save me the slightest suspicion 
of an involuntary shiver The pale color 
after so Jong gazing on rich black and 
richer bronze, bad something of an unac- 
countable ghastliness I could not diyest 
myself of the feeling that they must be 
sick, yet, as Lcompare their complex- 
tons to what I now view, I should say 
they were olive, sunburnt, black Yet 
there was something very self possessed 
about -the carriage of these white men 

It was grand, a httle self-pride mixed

things with them, and can only be the 
result of persistent individual effort, 
even 1f ıt 1s possible at all The idea 
which many have entertained of trans- 
forming m à few years a tribe of wander- 
ing nomads, accustomed to the greatest 
freedom ot action, into a race of agrcul- 
turalists 14 a manifestly absurd one, since 
beside the entire change of habrts, the 
very memory of then old barbarous tra- 
ditions and customs must needs be syept 
away . 

The Indian has not the slightest idea 
of a dehnite law to control his actions 
He ıs entirely governed by bis own pas- 
sions, «nd bis whole life has a tendency 
to increase their strength Indeed he 
does all that he can to brutalize himself, 
and boasts of his success as the white 
man boasts over difficulties overcome, 
that have Jaid in the way of his pro- 
gress : 

Again, hig religion is fall of superşti- 
tious observances which do not tend to 
elevate him mentally and morally He 
does not seem to be capable of compre- 
henéing the tenets of Chiistiamty, al 
though eapressing sometimes a willing-

He does not appear able to grasp the

“The “Recollections of the Marquis de 
Beauregard,” 4 French uobleman of the

ot bis face ` His eyes were red with 
fatigue. =

af mind Lastly, as said before, he was 
quite destitute of gentleness of grace 
His actions and words always bore the

THE UPS AND DOWNS OF THE MURAT 
LAMILY 


A certain quiet, retired, elderly gea- 
tleman, witllarge black eyes and swarthy 
complexion, dressed in‘almost youthful 
costume, and always decorated witb the 
cross of the Legionof Honor, has of late 
been missed by those who used to meet 
him in his daily walk on the Paris boule- 
vards Few who thus passed him were 
aware that he was a prince, and that he 
was the last gon of the ‘beau gabreur” of 
the First Empire, and the nephew of the 
great Napoleon himself The Bonaparte 
family in ail its Branches, has boen re- 
markable for many things, in nothing 
more so than in the strange and often 
sudden viciasitudes of fortune that its 
scions have, undergone It wonld be 
hard to named a single child or grand- 
child of the Sieur Charles Bonaparte and 
bis wife Letitia, who has led other than 
a troubled and uncertain career, and not 
the least stormy and changing was the 
life of Prince Lucrea Murat, who died a 
few weeks ago at Paris The world toss- 
ed him about from luxury to want, and 
from want to prosperity again, nud he, 
like his dashing, big-hearted, vain, and 
valiant father, was certainly a favorite 
shuttlecock of Fate. 

Joachim Murat’s career affords mater- 
ial for a story-book aa entertaining as 
that of Whittington, Lord-Mayor of 
London, or ot Prince Caniche When he 
had married Caroline Bonaparte, and 
gloried in the title of ‘King of the Two 
Sicilies,” and was holding an amustog ex- 
travagant and gorgeous state at Naples, 
the “Deau sabreur” never forgot his hum- 
ble origin, and nu doubt the better en- 
joyed Ins bref season of royal power, by 
the contrast which the memory of his 
hard-working boy-heod provoked Ia 
one of the royal reception rooms, visitors 
were surprised to see, lying on a velvet 
cushion covered with a glass case, an old, 
worn, postillion’s whip, and, “when, 
King Joachim remarked thet expression 
of astonishment, he would toss his head 
mermly and exclaim, “That 13 what I 
came trom}? From the cozy little Pro- 
vencal inn where his father offered en- 
tertainment to man and beast, where he 
himself used to deal out the “wine of the 
country” ¢and the cheap omelets, acd 
where, a little later, he acted as a postil- 
ion to local diligences, to legal rank and 
power, was certainly a transition to be 
proud of and boasted of, and we may be 
sure that the rolheking, great-voiced 
Joachim never failed, when occasion of- 
fered, to pomt the moral of his rise He 
wag a3 vain, too, of being the husband 
of the lovely Caroline Cmsar’s favorite 
sister, as of being the occupant of a 
throne contended tor by Spain, Austria, 
and France, for: many a century 

But Joacbim had his ups and döwns, 
like all the brothers in-law of the “Cor- 
sican org” After Waterloo even bis 
bnak logs scarcely saved bım from adire 
fate at Naples, and his fickle subjects, 
after having almost worshipped him for 
lus generosity, bis free ways with every- 
Vody, his dazzling showiness, burly goad- 
nature, would probably have shot him at 
the nearest corner, had he not made baste 
to get out of their elutches That was, 
indeed, his fate at last, for, when he re- 
turned with a band of bravos to retake 
Naples, he was caught and carecuted with 
short shrift He left two healthy boys to 
run the gauntlet,of a world that delight- 
ed to make sport of all whose blood had 
a Bonapartist mixture The elder, Ac- 
bille, who was iate: fondly spoken of 
by the Parisians as “le Gros Achille,” 
was as well known at all’ the lounging- 
places ot the Capıtol a few years ago, as 
the padded and painted “diamond Duke” 
of Brunswick, or at that wonderlul veto- 
genarian fop, Auber, a great, lazy, good- 
natured old fellow, who kept clear of 

olitios, and nto prodigiously, and con- 
sorted generalJy with everybody that hked 
good living, the drama, and the airen 
cocotterie of Pans “The other Luciev, 
had a far reugher experience Bandied 
about from place to place with his ealed 
mother, he seized the 1dea of making tiee 
America his home, and the first tung he 
knew, he was shipwrecked on the Span- 
ish coast, to be there clapped into prison 
by the jealous Bourbon, as the sou of a 
usurper of a Bourbon throne As soon 
us he was released he came to the Uni- 
ted States, studied law, nad put out hig 
sign But nobody wanted a prince for a 
lawyer, and be would have starved if it 
had not been for his evergetic English 
wife, who opened x young ladies, board- 
1ng-school, As soon as the Revolution 
of 1848 once more opened the portals of 
France to the exiled Bonapartea, Lucien 
returned, to become a deputy, then, un- 
der his cousin, the Piince-Piesident, an 
embassador Uehad his share of the 
good things of the Second Empire, but 
relapsed into obscurity when tae sun of 
the empire set again at Sedan, enjoying, 
however, something of easein Ins Sater 
days, and finally dying at a good old 
age, in his bed Happily for inm, the 
toes of the Napoleons were nok m the 
least afraid of the Murats, and whilc 
other scious of the adventurous hyuse 
have been refused home on thew native 
soul, the harmless Lucien, like the fat 
nnd jovial Achille, was able to feast on 
tlie sweetaesses of Parisian life to the

bone itself 13 not deleterious, but helps 
to give “body,” slong with whatever 
drippings of lard or tallow we may have 
not fit for other purposes The whole 
will make excellent soap af only kept 
cletn and free from taint or mould 
When soap making day arrives, have 
your sonp kettle, if you have nota fur- 
uace, set Upon stones, and build a fire 
under it Start your fire with chips or 
small sucks, 1f you like, but have a large 
chunk or block for your man hre Itis 
not necessary to get ıt wholly under the 
kettle, but closeup at one side This 
will give you what ıs very essential, a 
steady heat, that you may not have to 
run every hve minutes to hsh out the 
blaze from under the kettle, to keep the 
contents fiom running overboard ‘Take 
a pailful or two of the first lye that has 
dripped through your leach, which should 
be strong enough to bear up an egg, and 
boil, surring frequently, titl the grease, 
scraps, ctc , are mostly eaten up, then fill 
up with the weaker lye, boil a few mo- 
ments longer, and your soap 1s made. 
In regard to leaching the ashe», the leach 
should be good, the asbes well packed, 
and the water added slowly, a pailful at 
atime, ady or two before the lye is 
needed —Cor Farmer's Advocate

Another attempt by the officers to get 
jn was met by another bullet, but both 
shots fortunately missed. The officers 
then made a combined rush and over- 
powered Leet before he could again 
fire, Leetwas a witness before the 
Potter investigating committee Jast 
week. He was terribly excited and 
gaid there was a conspiracy to kill lim, 
and he meant to kill the firet man who 
entered theroom He fired, he said in 
self defense. He was taken to the city 
ball police station and locked up, He 
swore at every one, and denounced all 
asa band of conspirators In conver- 
sation with a reporter he said he was 
satisfied he had been shadowed for days 
past by a fellow who wanted to put 
him out of the Way on account of tes 
timony he gave before the Potter com- 
mittee, as they fear he may tell some 
more.
